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A FURIOUS parent is threat¬ 
ening to pull her children out of 
school after “petty” new rules 
governing student behaviour 
and dress were introduced. 

Policing the rules saw staff send 
more than 230 students from class¬ 
es on Monday. 

In a bid to improve students’ behaviour in 
the classroom, the City of Ely Community 
College has adopted the ‘Right to each - 
Right to Learn’ initiative. 

It was launched by the school’s governors 
and principal, Catherine ienkinson-Dix, this 
week and any unruly or disrespectful 
students are sent from their class to the 
school hall. 

Any student caught using mobile phones, 
gadgets, eating in class or wearing non- 
uniform are also removed. 

Mrs Ienkinson-Dix has confirmed that on 
Monday, 236 of the college’s 1,295 students 
were sent to the hall, where they had to read 
a booklet about good behaviour and treating 
people with respect. 

On Tuesday, that number dropped to 183 
students being removed. 

Mrs Ienkinson-Dix said the initiative was 
supported by the majority of parents. 

But some have blasted the new rules and 
have threatening to remove their children 
from the college. 
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Hoops of fun as tradition rolls on... 



THERE were shrieks of excitement as 
pupils at The King’s School Ely took part 
in one of the most fiercely contested 
events of the year - the annual hoop 
trundle. 

The King’s and Queen’s Scholars 
donned their scarlet gowns and grabbed 
their traditional wooden hoops on 
Saturday before taking to the starting 
line. 

For the first time ever, the race, which 
involves bowling the hoops as they run 
along, was held at the east end of Ely 
Cathedral. It is usually held inside the 
cathedral precinct. 

Four heats were held, culminating in 
two finals for the scholars, all sixth form 
students, while fellow pupils and staff 
cheered them on. 

The trundle commemorates the re¬ 
founding of the school by Henry VIII in 
1541. He gave the school its first royal 
charter and established the 12 King’s 
Scholars - all boys. 

The privileges he bestowed on them 
allowed them to play games, including 
the bowling of hoops, in the cathedral 
precincts. 

In 1970, the school admitted girls for 
the first time in its 1,000-year history, 
and three years later the King’s 


Scholars were joined by the female 
Queen’s Scholars at the request of 
Queen Elizabeth during her visit to the 
school in 1973. 

Pupils are nominated as scholars in 
the sixth form for their academic 
achievement. They become members of 
the Cathedral Foundation and also 


qualify for other privileges. 

This year’s winners were Jonathan 
East and Jessica Bartlett, who will hold 
commemorative wooden tankards for a 
year. 

The Mayor and Mayoress of Ely, Cllr 
Brian Ashton and his wife Dene, 
presented them with their prizes.

Housing options on 
cards for old hotel 


A FORMER hotel could be turned 
into sheltered housing accomm¬ 
odation, villagers claim. 

Residents in Littleport say there are 
plans to renovate the old Marquis of 
Granby building, on the corner of Main 
Street and Granby Street. 

Sanctuary Housing, the organisation 
which owns the site, has confirmed 
“early discussions” have taken place to 
determine the future of the building but 
say they are still exploring possible 
options. 

But leader of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, Fred Brown, who lives 
in Littleport, said: “I’ve heard Sanctuary 
Housing wants to convert it into houses. 

“There have certainly been discussions 
about it as lots of people are saying the 
same.

“Apparently, they want to turn it into 
individual sheltered houses.” 

The old hotel used to run its own 
carriage service to and from the train 
station. It closed in 1965. 

It had been used as a shelter for the 
homeless, although around two years 
ago, that too closed as there were not 
enough people using it. 

Since then, Sanctuary has used its 
rooms on and off to house families bit it 
now stands empty. 

Mr Brown said: “It’s such a beautiful, 
big building in a prime location so it 
would be good to see it put to better use. 

“It needs a bit of work but leaving it to 
stand there empty is such a waste. 


“I would certainly welcome Sanct¬ 
uary’s plans to turn it into sheltered acc¬ 
ommodation if that is what they want to 
do, and I am sure the majority of Little¬ 
port would too." 

The Weekly News contacted Sanctuary 
Housing about the rumours. 

Eamonn Dillon, the organisation’s 
regional director, said: “Early discussions 
to determine the future use of the former 
Granby Hotel building have taken place. 

“Sanctuary - which owns the building 
- will be exploring all the possible 
options, including working with local 
charities. 

“No decisions have been made and, 
once we have any progress, we will be in 
a better position to discuss the matter in 
more detail with the local community.” 
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Hopes for 
cycle and 
bus funds 

MILLIONS of pounds 
could be invested in 
public transport, 
cycling and walking 
facilities across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire if a bid to 
the Government is 
successful. 

Cambridgeshire 
County Council is 
hoping for £5 million 
over four years from 
the Government’s £560 
million sustainable 
transport fund, which 
it will match with 
around £6 million 
already earmarked for 
transport schemes. 

Among the projects 
are cycle and bus 
improvements at Ely 
station and money for 
South Cambridgeshire 
and Fenland comm¬ 
unity rail partnerships. 

Graham Hughes, dir- 
ector of growth and 
infrastructure, said 
some of the funding 
would help comm¬ 
unities kick-start 
improvements with 
£1.4 million earmarked 
for community trans¬ 
port schemes, allowing 
them to invest in new 
equipment, such as a 
minibus, or to expand 
their operations.

politics. 

“I’m an individual and I have 
my own mind.” 

Thomas studied politics and 
history at the University of 
Manchester before moving to 
Oxford. 

When he finishes this summer, 
he hopes to study Modern 
European History at the 
University of Cambridge.

Two arrested 
after assault 

A MAN is believed to have been stabbed 
during an assault at a house in Ely. 

The incident happened in Nene Road 
on Monday morning. 

Police have confirmed there was an 
“isolated” incident at the house but they 
were unable to confirm whether a 
weapon was involved. 

The victim, a 33-year-old man, was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cam¬ 
bridge, for treatment but was released 
later that day. 

A 30-year-old man from Mildenhall 
and a 44-year-old woman from Soham 
were arrested at the scene on suspicion of 
assault. 

They have both been released on 
police bail. 

Neighbours have spoken of their shock 
following the assault, which happened at 
around 10.55am. 

One neighbour, who did not want to be 
named, said: “There was a lot of noise 
and commotion and then we heard the 
sirens.” 

Another neighbour said: “Nobody 
really knows exactly what happened but 
it seemed very serious. 

“Rumours are that there was a stabbing 
and that a man was seriously injured. 

“Ely’s meant to be a quiet, pretty place 
where things like this don’t happen.” 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary said: “We were called at 
10.55am to reports of a man being 
assaulted at a property in Nene Road, Ely. 

“A 33-year-old man was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital for treatment but 
was released later that day. This is being 
treated as an isolated incident.”

Tributes for two 
killed In smash

THE victims of a fatal car 
crash were a young 
American airman and an 
inspirational music 
teacher. 

Tributes were paid to both of 
them following the horrific 
crash on the A1101. 

Bradly Todd Ring, 26, from 
Littleport, was driving a silver- 
coloured Honda Accord along 
the A1101 Mildenhall Road, 
near Shippea Hill, when it was 
in collision with a green Mazda. 

Both Mr Ring, who was a 
member of the US Air Force and 
based at RAF Mildenhall, and 
the woman driver of the Mazda, 
Kathy Faelber, died at the scene. 

The collision happened at the 
junction between the B1382 
Mile End Road and the A1101, 
close to Shippea Hill Station, at 
around 4.40pm on Saturday. 

RAF Mildenhall wing comm¬ 
ander Col Chad Manske, 
described Mr Ring, of Main 
Street, Littleport, as a valued 
member of the team. 


He said: “We are deeply 
saddened by this tragedy. 

“Bradly was a valued member 
of Team Mildenhall and his 
untimely death touches all the 
personnel at the surrounding 
bases. 

“Our thoughts and prayers go 
out to the family and friends 
affected by this heartbreaking 
event.” 

It is believed the majority of 
Mr Ring’s family live in America. 

Dedicated Mrs Faelber, 56, 
had been due to attend a 
concert by the Fenland Music 
Academy at the Neale Wade 
Community College, in March, 
where her students were per¬ 
forming when the crash 
happened. 

The end-of-term concert 
went ahead, but the young

musicians wept as they were 
told of their tutor’s death at the 
show, which had been organ¬ 
ised by the town’s Rotary club. 

During her 22-year career, the 
talented violinist taught hund¬ 
reds of children in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and ran several 
youth orchestras, including the 
Huntingdonshire Philharmonic 
Orchestra. 

The mother-of-two, who 
lived in Mildenhall, also played 
violin for the well-known 
Cambridge Sinfonia Orchestra. 

Her partner Mike Nicholl 
told the Weekly News : “Every¬ 
one is completely devastated by 
her death. 

“She loved teaching children 
music and taught hundreds 
over the years.

and played for many different 
orchestras.” 

Police are appealing for 
information about the crash, 
which took place at the jun¬ 
ction between the A1101 Mild¬ 
enhall Road, and the B1382 
Mile End Road. 

The two cars came off the 
road before ploughing down an 
embankment and ended up in 
afield. 

Police, ambulance and fire 
crews attended as well as 
emergency medical charity 
Magpas, but both drivers were 
pronounced dead at the scene.

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Bird numbers 
bounce back 

THE number of garden birds 
is increasing in Cambridge¬ 
shire, according to a new 
study. 

More than 10,400 people in 
the county took part in this 
year’s RSPB Big Garden Bird- 
watch, counting their winged 
garden visitors during one 
hour over the weekend of 
January 29 and 30. 

Their counts revealed that 
some of the smaller birds 
that decreased in numbers 
last year, bounced back this 
year, including the blue tit. 

The bird most frequently 
seen in Cambridgeshire was 
the starling, with 62 per cent 
of participants spotting an 
average of four during the 
survey. 

These were closely foll¬ 
owed by house sparrows, 
blackbirds, blue tits and 
wood pigeon, where an 
average of at least two of each 
bird were seen in well over 
half the gardens surveyed. 

Across the UK, sightings of 
goldcrests doubled, long 
tailed tits increased by a third 
and coal tits increased by a 
quarter. 

Rachael Murray, RSPB 
media officer in the Eastern 
region, said: “We were really 
interested to see how the 
small birds fared, after such a 
disastrous last year. 

“It appears that many may 
have had a decent breeding 
season and have been able to 
bounce back a little.”

Extra cash 
for revamp

WORK on refurbishing a run¬ 
down village community centre 
has re-started after more 
money was secured to help 
finish the project. 

Community leaders in Black Horse 
Drove, near Littleport, hope to re-open 
the centre and show off its fresh new 
look later this year. 

The project, which has been funded 
entirely through East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) section 106 
funding, has been running behind 
schedule and over-budget. 

Littleport Parish Council, which 
owns the building, says work is now 
back on track and “progressing well”. 

Work had ground to a halt earlier 
this year after there was not enough 
money to lay a new floor in the hall. 

But the parish council has now 
secured an extra £4,000 in section 106 
funding for the floor to be finished and 
for other work to be done. 

Helen Merrick, a spokeswoman for 
the parish council, said: “Work had

stopped earlier this year as we had run 
out of money, although it has now re¬ 
started. 

“Ideally, everything would have been 
finished by now but some things have 
taken longer than anticipated. 

“Our initial budget for the project 
was £72,500 and we have spent £79,000 
so far, so we are over budget. 

“However, all of the money has come 
from section 106 funding. 

“Along the way, there have been lots 
of extra things that needed doing, such 
as replacing the kitchen units as they 
were not hygienic enough to keep, and 
we want to do everything with the 
refurbishment properly. 

“We need to make it a safe, pleasant 
for people to be, and it will be. 

“It is things like this that have caused 
it to go slightly over budget but when 
this is finished it will be of such huge 
benefit to the local community.” 

The new centre will be available for 
private bookings. 


City’s push for

“We don’t want to see tables 
blocking the pavements or 
roadways. 

“I suspect we would only 
have to charge a very small 
fee too.”

A DISUSED builders' yard has been 
taken off a list of possible new 
travellers' sites - much to the relief 
of local residents and councillors. 

For years, there have been fears that a 
gypsy camp site could be built on land in 
Hod Hall Lane, Haddenham. 

Numerous planning applications have 
been submitted in the past - the most 
recent in 2009 was refused. 

But now the yard, adjacent to the village, 
has been removed from East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s list for proposed 
travellers’ sites. 

The decision was made on Tuesday as 
part of the authority’s assessment of pitch 
provision for gypsies and travellers in the 
region. 

Local residents and ward councillors are 
celebrating, but insist there gripe is not with 
travellers but with the suitability of the site. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents Hadden¬ 
ham on Cambridgeshire County Council, 
said: “The council has certainly done the 
right thing by ruling out Hod Hall Lane as a 
site option and local residents will now be 
able to sleep easy in their beds. 

“This has never been an anti-traveller 
thing - the drains in Hod Hall Lane are 
inadequate for the current needs, let alone 
extra use. The gardens already flood 
whenever there is heavy rain and extra 
concrete and waste demands would simply 
lead to disaster. 

“I am relieved the council has seen 
common sense here.” 

Plans for the site submitted in 2009, 
which included three caravans and one 
utility block, attracted 40 letters of object¬ 
ion from villagers. 

Haddenham Parish Council also raised 
19 different points of concern. 

In a report put before members of the 
district council’s strategic development 
committee last Friday, Katie Child, prin¬ 
cipal forward planning officer, said: “It is 
recommended the site option at Hod Hall 
Lane is ruled out based on the council’s 
interim assessment of need. 

"The site received the largest number of 
responses from the public and the greatest 
proportion of objections.”

Amanda King, whose 
children, aged 12 and 14, 
attend the college, said: 
“I’m absolutely appalled - 
they are wrecking the 
pupils’ education and 
turning it into a prison. 

“One of my children was 
sent to the hall for being 
late for school, even though 
the bell hadn’t even gone. 

“Staff are nit-picking 
them for everything - for 
behaviour, for what they 
wear - apparently, they’re 
not allowed to wear any 
accessories or even coats in 
school now. 

“I’m actively looking to 
move my kids.” 

Another mum, who 
asked not to be named, 
said: “Yes, children should 
be taught to respect their 


teachers but to punish 
them for wearing bright 
hair bobbles or having their 
mobile phones is petty. 

“I’m not happy about the 
new rules at all.” 

Mrs Jenkinson-Dix said 
she was disappointed that 
some parents were against 
the initiative. 

She told the Weekly 
News : “Our recent Ofsted 
report said that our be¬ 
haviour was good - but we 
want to make it outstand¬ 
ing. 

“Low-level issues, such 
as using mobile phones, 
affect staff’s ability to teach 
the pupils and also affect 
those pupils who are trying 
to learn. 

“If we can eradicate 
these issues, all students 
will be able to receive the 


best possible level of 
education.

Intervening 
early is key 

Sir, Further to last week’s front page 
story about our free school 
proposal, my colleagues and I 
wanted to emphasise that the 
proposal is not for a special school 
to cater for children with 
statements of special educational 
need (SEN). There is superb 
provision for these young people in 
and around Ely already. 

Rather, we are proposing to 
develop an alternative school to 
provide an innovative and highly 
personalised solution for children 
who, for a number of different 
emotional or behavioural reasons, 
just do not get on in mainstream 
schools. These are the children 
whose existing provision is under 
threat from cuts in local authority 
services, and who are therefore 
most in need of our attention. 
Moreover, our proposal will also 
extend for the first time into 
primary schools where the 
problems faced by these children 
often first emerge. If there is one 
thing we know from all the data 
about these students, it’s that early 
intervention is critical. The new 
school, which we are proposing to 
call The Bridge, will negotiate a 
curriculum for each individual 
child with the referring school, the 
student and their parents to ensure 
the best outcomes for each one. 
Having consulted with local 
schools and others about the 
concept, we are now in a position 
to seek more formal support and 
will be talking to parents, teachers 
and community leaders in more 
detail over the coming weeks. We 
have also identified several 
potential sites for the new school 
and will be working with our 
partners and local stakeholders to 
pull everything together for what 
will be a critical resource for the 
area. In the meantime, we invite 
dialogue and offers of support by 
email to me at bgibbs@elycollege.

Paradise should 
be redeveloped 

Sir, An updated leisure centre is a 
very good idea that everybody will 
want. The only problem with East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
proposal is the location - it is a mile 
from the city centre. 

In your paper recently, Cllr Fred 
Brown said that the council has 
listened to the public and 
addressed their concerns. There is 
little evidence of this. The 
questionnaires used during the 
public consultations did not 
provide for feedback on the 
location of the proposed leisure 
centre. There was no straight¬ 
forward way to tell the council if 
you did not want the leisure centre 
a mile from the city centre. 

A few months ago the council 
conducted a survey during the 
Saturday market, where the issue of 
the location was addressed. The 
council has never provided the 


results of this survey. And finally, 
the documentation associated with 
the planning application does not 
fully address the public’s concern 
that the proposed location would 
harm the viability of the city 
centre. 

The council has not listened to the 
public. Has it listened to its own 
professional consultants? The 
Masterplan consultants URBED 
studied Chichester, Cirencester 
and Witney to gain ideas for the 
development of Ely. Chichester’s 
Westgate leisure centre is located 
inside the A27 Chichester bypass, a 
quarter-mile from the rail station 
and less than a half-mile from 
Chichester Cathedral and the city 
centre. Cirencester’s Cotswold 
centre is located less than a half 
mile from Castle Street and the 
town centre. Witney’s Windrush 
centre is located in the heart of the 
town just off the High Street. 

The council’s plan for the leisure 
centre is not a plan for the future, 
as Cllr Brown claims, but a plan 
from the 1980s: move viable 
elements away from town centres, 
promote sprawl and resign 
ourselves to the fact that we will 
become even more dependent 
upon the car. Once the centre is 
built in the wrong place, it can 
never be fixed. The existing 
location at Paradise is already in 
the right place. The council should 
initiate a study to assess the 
viability and cost of redeveloping 
the Paradise centre and halt further 
wasteful spending on the out of 
town centre.

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Arts groups hit 
by funding cuts 


Arts Council pulls plug on two 
groups - ADeC also misses out

ARTS organisations across 
Cambridgeshire received a 
resounding vote of confi¬ 
dence last week when they 
were pledged £6.3million of 
funding over the next three 
years. 

But two organisations in the Ely 
area lost out. 

The county escaped the worst 
of Arts Council England’s 15 per 
cent cuts, with several organis¬ 
ations enjoying big increases in 
support and another, the Acad¬ 
emy of Ancient Music, getting 
backing for the first time. 

Seven of the region’s organis¬ 
ations won funding in total, 
including Kettle’s Yard, The 
Junction, Wysing Arts Centre and 
the Britten Sinfonia. 

But Commissions East, based in 
St Mary’s Street Ely, which has 
previously received funding to the 
tune of £100,000 annually, lost 
out. 

The organisation, which is a 
leading public art agency, refused 


to comment on the announce¬ 
ment. 

The Visual Arts and Galleries 
Association, based inWitcham, 
also learnt that it would not be 
receiving funding, also having 
received around £100,000 a year 
in the past. 

Hilary Gresty, its director, said: 
“This hasn’t come as a surprise to 
us. 

“Times are tough at the mom¬ 
ent and arts organisations across 
the UK have been hit very hard. 

“The funding we received from 
the Arts Council was a large 
proportion of our overall funding 
but we are being optimistic and 
looking to the future. 

“Our support board and mem¬ 
bers will be meeting to discuss 
how we moved forward. 

“Membership and our support 
bodies are now needed more than 
ever.” 

ADeC, which had not regularly 
received funding from the Arts 


Council, had applied for around 
£100,000 but its bid for cash was 
rejected. 

Jane Wilson, director, said: “We 
did apply for funding but had not 
received funding before. 

“We felt there was an opport¬ 
unity there and that we had to at 
least try and receive some fund¬ 
ing for the benefit of our local 
community.” 

Helen Lax, the Arts Council’s 
regional director, said the amount 
of regular funding for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire was being increased 
by 28 per cent, but cautioned that 
much of the increase was down to 
the inclusion of lottery grants in 
the total for the first time. 

The organisation which gets the 
most Arts Council funding in the 
county is The Junction in 
Cambridge, which will receive 
£563,000 every year for the next 
three years - up from its current 
subsidy of £530,000.

Freedom for ex-Yard inspector

A FORMER anti¬ 
terrorist squad 
detective has 
received the 
prestigious 
Freedom of the City 
of London. 

John Offord, who 
was born and bred 
in Little Downham, 
attended the 
Guildhall Mansion 
House in London 
and signed the 
Register of 
Freedom. 

The status is 
believed to date 
back to 1275 and 
the privileges of 
membership 
included immunity 
from paying tolls at 
all markets and 
fairs throughout 
England, exclusive 
right to trade within 
the city and the 
right to attend 
Common Hall to 
vote at elections. 

Mr Offord was a 
pupil at the old 
Needhams School 
in St Mary’s Street, 
Ely, and after 
leaving in 1966, 
joined the 


Metropolitan Police. 

During his 
career in the 1980s 
and 1990s he 
served as a 
detective inspector 
within the anti¬ 
terrorist branch at 
New Scotland Yard, 
where he was 
responsible for the 
bomb scene 
management of 
numerous 
provisional IRA 
atrocities, including 
the 1989 bombing 
of the Royal Marine 


School of Music in 
Deal, Kent. 

He later became 
a senior 

investigating officer 
within the Major 
Crime Directorate, 
responsible for the 
investigation of 
major crime in 
North and East 
London. 

Mr Offord retired 
from the police 
service in 1999 and 
was then employed 
as senior

Waterhouse, the 
official solicitors to

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Decision on 
village gas 
is ‘bonkers’ 


VILLAGERS’ hopes of 
securing a mains gas 
supply to their homes 
have been dashed. 

National Grid has turned 
down requests to connect the 
Haddenham to the mains gas 
supply.

years. During 2009, Hadden¬ 
ham and Aldreth Parish 
Council carried out a con¬ 
sultation as part of the parish 
plan process, where residents 
were given the opportunity to 
list what issues in the village 
they would like to see add¬ 
ressed. 

A mains gas supply was one 
of the top priorities and as a 
result, the parish council 
formally applied for National 
Grid to be connected. 

Julie Parr, parish council 
chairman, confirmed the 
request has been turned down. 

She said: “It’s really annoying 
and extremely disappointing. 

“National Grid has said they 
have no plans to connect Had¬ 
denham and that the village 
isn’t on their list of priorities. 

“It just means residents are 
going to have to keep on paying 
more for oil, which isn’t fair.”

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Village 
set to 
get 48 
homes

AROUND 50 homes could be built 
on derelict land in Littleport, the 
Weekly News can reveal. 

Local businessman Stephen Layn, who 
owns land on the Old Station Goods Yard, 
in Station Road, wants to build 48 dwell¬ 
ings on the brownfield site. 

A formal planning application is due to 
be submitted within the next week. 

Mr Layn told the Weekly News : “I must 
say, the plans we have drawn up are the 
bee’s knees. 

“They really are a step above the usual 
standard of housing developments we see. 

“The Old Station Goods Yard has been 
derelict for years and dates right back to 
1840,1 believe. 

“It’s around three acres of land which is 
a brownfield site and really isn’t that 
suited to commercial use. 

“We want to make better use of it and 
judging by feedback from the parish 
council and local residents, they support 
the move to build houses on it. 

“The plan is to build a Victorian- 
themed development of maisonettes and 
two, three and four-bedroom houses, as 
well as a social housing element too.” 

The architects behind the scheme are 
Ely-based firm Gary Johns Architects. 

Outline planning permission for hous¬ 
ing development was approved in July 
2008 and but three-year time limit is due 
to expire in July. 

Mr Layn said: “I am Littleport born and 
bred and really do believe this develop¬ 
ment is great for the village. 

“The site is a gateway into Littleport 
and will make a really good impression on 
those driving in from that direction.” 

Mr Layn and developers Grantchester 
Construction hosted a pre-planning 
presentation at Littleport Parish Council 
earlier this month. 

The site used to be home to Littleport 
Self Storage, one of Mr Layn’s businesses, 
and before that, was used as a goods yard 
for distributing agricultural products. 

The planning application will be 
submitted to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council.

Some interesting facts about 

HAVE a flutter on the biggest event in the racing calendar as horses and jockeys line up to compete in The Grand National. 

The annual race is due to take place at Aintree on Saturday, April 9. 

Here are some interesting facts and figures about the sporting institution which may affect your bet. 

• The first race was held in 1839, but it started in inauspicious circumstances, going off two hours late after confusion over weighing 
procedures. The aptly named, and 5-1 favourite, Lottery came home first. 

• The fastest ever time is the 8 minutes 47.8 seconds Mr Frisk recorded in taking victory in 1990. 

• The smallest number of finishers was in 1928 when Tipperary Tim, a 100-1 outsider, was the first of two past the post. 

• Becher's Brook earned its name when a top jockey, Captain Martin Becher, took shelter in the brook after being unseated. "Water tastes 
disgusting without the benefits of whisky" he reflected. 

• The Chair is the tallest fence at 5ft 3ins, and the broadest. The fence got its name as it was once alongside the seat used by the distance judge. 

• The fences at Aintree are made up of spruce from the Lake District. The cost of the building work is tens of thousands of pounds and takes a 
month to complete. 

• Red Rum is the most successful horse, having won the Grand National three times: 1973,1974 and 1977. 

• The oldest winning horse is Peter Simple, aged 15 (1853); the youngest winning horses were Alcibiade (1865), Regal (1876), Austerlitz (1877), 
Empress (1880), Lutteur III (1909), all aged 5. 

• Moiffa won in 1904 - having disappeared a year earlier. On a trip to Liverpool from New Zealand, Moiffa's ship was shipwrecked. The horse 
was presumed lost at sea before turning up on an outcrop south of Ireland. 

• The legendary Golden Miller won in 1934 and became the only horse to complete the Cheltenham Gold Cup-Grand National double in the 
same season. 

• Manifesto has run in more races than any other horse. Between 1895 and 1904, he ran in eight races, winning two and coming third on three 
occasions. He only failed to finish once. 

• In 1998, Earth Summit, owned by a six-strong partnership, became the first w in ner of the Grand National who was also successful in both the 
Scottish and Welsh Grand Nationals. 

• Only two greys have won the Grand National - The Lamb (1868 and 1871) and Nicolaus Silver (1961). Suny Bay finished second to Lord 
Gyllene in 1997 and filled the same spot behind Earth Summit in 1998. 

• Thirteen mares have won the Grand National, but the most recent was Nickel Coin back in 1951. 

• Tom Olliver is the most experienced jockey in the history of the National - despite spending time behind bars in a debtor's prison. He took 
part in a record 18 races - winning three. 

• George Stevens is the most successful jockey in the history of the National with five win s . His final triumph came in 1870 on The Colonel. 
Stevens died three months after finishing sixth in the 1871 race. 

• Bruce Hobbs is the youngest jockey to have ever won the race. The 17-year-old triumphed aboard Battleship in 1938. 

• Geraldine Rees was the first female jockey to complete the course, in 1982. 

• In the 19th Century, George Stevens partnered no fewer than five National winners. 

• Brian Fletcher (1968 Red Alligator, 1973 and 1974 Red Rum) shares a 20th century record with the legendary Jack Anthony (1911 Glenside, 
1915 Ally Sloper, 1920 Troytown), both jockeys having ridden three National winners. 

• Ruby Walsh holds the best record of current jockeys, having won the Grand National twice, on Papillon in 2000 and Hedgehunter in 2005. 

• Vincent O'Brien trained three successive winners - all different horses - in the 1950s. The roll of honour read Early Mist (1953), Royal Tan 
(1954) and Quare Times (1955). 

• Jenny Pitman is the only woman to have trained a Grand National winner, capturing the race for the first time with Corbiere in 1983. She 
succeeded for a second time with Royal Athlete in 1995 and finished second with Garrison Savannah in 1991. Superior Finish took third spot 
for the trainer in 1996. The last of her 39 runners, Nahthen Lad in 1999, came 11th. 

• The Prince of Wales, later to become King Edward VII, owned the 1900 Grand National winner, Ambush II. 

• A number of other famous names have owned the National winner including Freddie Starr (Miinnehoma, 1994), Anne, the Duchess of 
Westminster, (Last Suspect, 1985),Teasie Weasie Raymond, the celebrated hairdresser (Rag Trade 1976) and Fred Pontin (Specify, 1971). 


OR NOIR DE SOMOZA (David Pipe) This purchase from France, where 
he was a prolific winner, has yet to run in Britain but connections have 
won the National in the past and are clearly excited by the nine-year-old. 
Hard to assess, however. 5 


NICHE MARKET (Paul Nicholls) The Irish National winner in 2009, he 
was pulled up here 12 months ago after losing touch when making a bad 
mistake. He has since been switched from Bob Buckler's stable and his 
new trainer has been focusing on getting him 100% for the big day. 8 


CALGARY BAY (Henrietta Knight) Has an interesting profile for a 
National horse and could run a big race if he takes to the course. The 
stable is not known for its runners in this, but he is normally a good jumper 
and should be suited by the galloping nature of Aintree. 7.

The big film 


SUCKER PUNCH 
certificate 12A 109m 

IN the boxing ring, a sucker 
punch is a devastating, 
unexpected blow that sends an 
unwary opponent sprawling 
across the canvas, dazed and 
confused. 

On the big screen, director Zack 
Snyder’s action adventure 
Sucker Punch is more of a 
gentle poke in the ribs that 
renders us dazed and 
thoroughly bemused. 

There’s no doubting that Snyder 
(300, Watchmen) can 
orchestrate dazzling computer¬ 
generated visuals to a pounding 
rock soundtrack, and he can 
choreograph balletic action 
sequences laden with slow- 
motion leaps and somersaults. 
The opening sequence here, in 
which the beleaguered heroine 
protects her little sister from their 
abusive stepfather, is a triumph 
of style set to a melancholic 
version of Sweet Dreams (Are 
Made Of This), sung in 
whispering tones by lead 
actress Emily Browning. 

Snyder and co-writer Steve 
Shibuya gorge our senses with 
visions of fire-breathing dragons, 
gargantuan samurais and 



reanimated zombie soldiers, but 
they also starve our brains with a 
flimsy, nonsensical tale of reality 
versus fantasy. Characterisation 
and narrative coherence are 
completely redundant. 

Babydoll (Emily Browning) is 
institutionalised at Lennox 
House For The Mentally Insane 
by her cruel stepfather (Gerard 
Plunkett), who wants the young 
woman lobotomised so he can 
get his grubby hands on the 
family fortune. 

Abandoned at the mercy of 


head orderly Blue (Oscar Isaac) 
and psychiatrist Dr Vera Gorski 
(Carla Gugino), Babydoll seeks 
refuge in her dreams. 

She imagines the facility as a 
brothel, where Madam Gorski 
trains the girls to dance for 
gentlemen callers and Blue 
creams off the profits. 

Fellow inmates Sweet Pea 
(Abbie Cornish), Rocket (Jena 
Malone), Blondie (Vanessa 
Hudgens) and Amber (Jamie 
Chung) are slowly drawn into 
Babydoll’s alternate universe, 
where they hatch a daring 
escape plan. 

A wise man (Scott Glenn) 
advises Babydoll to seek out five 
treasures - a map, fire, a knife, a 
key and a mysterious final item - 
that will help the girls become 
mistresses of their destiny. 
Sucker Punch meshes together 
influences and motifs from 
anime, video games and 
popular culture to realise 
fantastical realms. 

The ramshackle plot is merely a 
hook for the director’s bag of 
digital tricks, promoting a 
message of female 
empowerment - so long as the 
heroines achieve their freedom 
in corsets, basques and panties.

Stunning results 
on a shoestring 


r ■ iHE spring weather 
has lured enthusiastic 
-L punters to garden 
centres nationwide, ready 
to snap up a plethora of 
gorgeous plants, containers 
and other sundries to make 
their garden dazzle this 
year. 


Yet research shows that in a 
tough economy, gardens are a low 
priority among householders. The 
current average spend on a UK 
garden is £482.16 a year with 42 
per cent of people spending 
nothing at all on their outdoor 
areas, according to research by 
woodcare manufacturer Ronseal. 


But you can have a lovely 
garden without spending a 
fortune. When money is tight, 
there’s a crop of prudent measures 
which can be taken which will 
save you a lot of cash. 

Before visiting a garden centre, 
make a list first and only buy what 
is on that list. Work out what you 
really need, list the plants and 
other essentials and stick to that 
list.

beforehand and see where the 
spaces are, how the plants you 
want are going to work and where 
you will put them. 

If you have a stack of containers 
to fill, consider using permanent 
plantings rather than annuals 
which will need replacing each 
year. Check in your own garden to 
see what you may be able to use. 

Overgrown clumps of 
ornamental grasses and other 
perennial plants such as hostas can 
be lifted and divided and divisions 
of the plant can be used to fill pots 
and other containers. 

Hostas in particular look great 
grown in pots, their lush green 
leaves making any shady comer of 
the patio look exotic. 

Longer-term, scan the discount 


shelves for sale plants which have 
finished flowering but should be 
absolutely fine next season. 

You can often save quite a few 
pounds on perennials which will 
bloom year after year if you’re 
prepared to wait a while for the 
results. If you’re buying shrubs, 
buy smaller plants which are 
cheaper, as the space in-between 
can be filled with hardy annuals 
grown from seed that you directly 
sow into the flower beds. They are 
easy to grow, great value for 
money, plus they give lots of 
colour all summer. Try poppies, 
com flowers, calendula, larkspur 
and candytuft. 

Don’t wait until late April or 
early May to buy trays of summer 
bedding when prices will be at 
their peak. If you want annuals, 
sow them from seed, which is a 
much cheaper option. Biennial 
seeds such as foxgloves, 
hollyhocks and sweet williams can 
also be sown to give you colour 
next year. 

Look for seed bargains on eBay 
and at discount stores such as 
Poundland, Lidl and Wilkinson. 
Cut costs further by going halves 
with fellow gardening friends, as

you often won’t need to sow the 
whole packet. 

Alternatively, swap your 
unwanted seeds and plants for 
some you do fancy from a number 
of websites including 
www.gardenswapshop.co.uk or 
free fomms through organisations 
such as the National Gardening 
Association 

( www.gar den. org/seedswap). 

If you don’t have time to sow 


seed, visit your local car boot sale 
to pick up plant bargains as well as 
cheap garden tools. Bargains can 
also be found in the free classified 
ads on Gumtree, while you may 
pick up something for free that 
someone else doesn’t want if you 
join your local Freecycle group 
( www.freecycle.org/group/uk ). 

To increase your stock for the 
lowest price, take cuttings from 
plants such as fuschias, 


marguerites and pelargoniums. 

And if you haven’t yet started to 
make your own compost, there’s 
no time like the present. 

There’s a variety of website 
guides, but choose the more 
reliable ones such as 
www.gardenorganic.org.uk. Also 
contact your local authority to find 
out if it supplies subsidised bins in 
your area.

THE Ford Fiesta 
overtook the Vauxhall 
Corsa to become the 
nation’s favourite 
used car in 2010, 
according to new 
analysis from 

Experian, the global 
information services 
company. 285,962 
used Fiesta’s were 
sold in the UK last 
year. 

Although overall 
volumes were lower than 
in 2009, a deceleration in 
sales of over 13,000 used 
Vauxhall Corsa’s 

(278,169 sold in 2010) - 
the front runner in 2009 
- left the Fiesta in pole 
position. The only other 
change to the Top 10 was 
the Renault Clio 
(166,559) moving ahead 
of the Ford Mondeo 
(164,904) to take seventh 
place. 

Joe Myers, automotive 
general manager at 
Experian, comments: 
“Experian’s analysis 
shows that affordable 
smaller vehicles continue 
to be the most appealing 


to motorists shopping in 
the used car market. The 
success of the supermini 
segment can be put down 
to increased consumer 
interest at the value end 
of the market and greater 
demand for more fuel- 
efficient vehicles over 
recent years.” 

Experian’s data also 
reveals that the Mazda 
MX-5 outsold the Audi 
TT to become 2010’s best 
selling used sports car; 
while Toyota’s Prius was 
the best selling dual-fuel 
model, capturing more 


than half (55 per cent) of 
hybrid sales. 

Meanwhile a survey 
conducted for Exchange 
and Mart reveals that 
reducing costs comes 
over and above 
protecting the 

environment. 46 per cent

A lifetime 
accolade 
for Ficarra 


NATO Ficarra has won an 
International Karate Federation 
Lifetime Achievement Award for 
33 years of outstanding service 
to the sport. 

Ficarra, 43, who hails from 
Ely, collected the award at a 
ceremony in Milan, where he 
fought off competition from five 
other European nominees. 

He said: “I was shocked, 
because I didn’t expect to win it. 
In any sport it’s the highest 
accolade you can get, so I’m 
delighted.” 

The three times European 
title-winner claimed the prize for 
triumphing in an incredible 117 
fights in a row, for an exemplary 
fighting record which has never 
seen him disqualified and for his 
coaching work with young 
people in schools. 

Ficarra runs 11 karate clubs 


across Cambridgeshire with a 
total of 540 students. 

In light of the prestigious 
award, he will take on a role as 
a European ambassador for the 
International Karate Federation. 

The Ely fighter is currently 
awaiting an operation to repair 
ripped cartilage in his right knee, 
but he has not given up hope of 
continuing to compete at the 
highest level, saying: “I’m 50-50 
as to whether I’ll make a 
comeback or retire.”
